The People of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate
and Assembly, do enact as follows :

Sec. 1. John Werner, junior, assignee of Eliphalet S. Mi-
ner and Henry Clinton, and his heirs and assigns, wherever he
shall have so improved the navigation of the Grand Rapids of
the Wisconsin river, for running lumber rafts, that four men
can run over the said Grand Rapids a single raft of lumber
containing not more than twenty thousand feet of lumber, in
safety, by using ordinary care and diligence ; shail have, exer-
cise and enjoy all the rights and privileges which are granted
to the said Eliphalet S. Miner and Henry Clinton by the act of
which this is amendatory.

Sec. 2. The said John Werner, junior, shajl be authorised To.:s.
and empowered to demand, receive, sue for and recover, six
cents per thousand feet of sawed lumber instead of the sum of
ten cents, as provided in the act of which this is amendatory.

SEc. 3. To enable the said John Werner, junior, to enforce
the remedy by attachment, given by the third section of the
act of which this is amendatory, it is hereby provided that
whenever the said John Werner, junior, his agent or attorney,
